police  force  and  other  town 
departments,  elected  and  ap- 
pointed officials  and  private 
citizens  are  invited  to  speak 
briefly  or  submit  written  sug- 
gestions. 

Among  the  questions  the 
hearing  will  address  are  these: 
What  does  Cohasset  expect  of 
its  Police  Chief?  Do  we  want 
primarily  an  administrator,  a 
person  highly  trained  in  law 
enforcement,  a person  trained 
“on  the  job”  here  or  else- 
where? Should  our  next  chief 
be  chosen  from  among  mem- 
bers of  our  own  department, 
or  from  outside  the  present 
force?  What  qualifications, 
skills  and  training  do  we 


regard  as  essential  to  this 
important  role?  What  qualities 
of  personality,  character  and 
public  relations  skills  are  im- 
portant? 

In  the  wake  of  a Town 
Meeting  controversy  over 
Civil  Service  in  the  Police  De- 
partment, citizens  may  also 
want  to  address  the  issue  of 
the  lines  of  authority  and 
accountability  which  will  af- 
fect the  work  of  our  next  chief 
of  police.

Vandals  Damage  Four 
Cohasset  School  Buses 


Several  local  juveniles  were 
apprehended  Sunday  evening 
in  connection  with  the  tire 
slashing  of  four  Cohasset 
school  buses  parked  near  the 
high  school. 

The  youths  were  brought  to 
headquarters  and  were 
released  after  questioning. 
None  were  in  possession  of  a 
knife,  police  reported,  which 
was  the  type  of  instrument 
thought  to  have  been  used  in 
the  vandalism. 

Three  buses  had  tire  stems 
or  sidewalls  slashed  on  both 
front  tires.  One  bus  had  one 
left  front  tire  slashed. 

In  another  incident  reported 


later  that  night,  police  were 
summoned  to  a residence  on 
Reservoir  Road  to  investigate 
a complaint  of  youths  entering 
the  home  bearing  clubs. 

An  alleged  fight  broke  out 
at  the  residence  and  three 
youths  were  later  taken  to 
South  Shore  Hospital  with 
head  injuries. 

A Cohasset  youth,  Mark 
Goff,  of  Tupelo  Road,  was 
arrested  for  assault  and  bat- 
tery with  a dangerous  weapon. 
A Hull  juvenile  was  placed 
under  protective  custody. 

Further  investigation  of 
both  incidents  is  pending.
